DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

■ 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Saaski et 
al. [US 4,833,567]. 

Regarding claim 1, Saaski et al. disclose an integrated electronic container 
(figures 2 and 4), having a rack structure (18') for electrical and electronic equipment, 
comprising: 

- a heat sink (38, figure 2); 

- a plurality of connection elements (16, figure 2); 

- a printed circuit board (14) having electronic circuits located thereon; 
characterized as having the heat and the connection elements being located 
distally within the rack structure (figure 2); and further characterized as having 
a thermal gel (36, figures 2 and 4) that transmits the heat generated by the 
electronic circuit to the heat sink (figure 2). 

Regarding claim 2, Saaski et al. further disclose a seal ring (24, figure 2) that 
provides the rack structure being airtight, the characterized as having at least two 
bodies (figure 2); a receiving body in which base the connectors (16) are located; and a 
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cover where the heat sink (38) is placed to cover the rack structure providing the airtight 
enclosure. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daikoku 
et al. [US 5,126,829]. 

Regarding claim 1, Daikoku et al. disclose an integrated electronic container 
(figure 1), having a rack structure (8) for electrical and electronic equipment, comprising: 

- a heat sink (7); 

- a plurality of connection elements (pins connected from a circuit board 3, 
figure 1); 

- the printed circuit board (3) having electronic circuits located thereon; 
characterized as having the heat and the connection elements being located 
distally within the rack structure (figure 1); and further characterized as having 
a thermal gel (5) that transmits the heat generated by the electronic circuit to 
the heat sink (figure 1). 

Regarding claims 2-4, Daikoku et al. disclose characterized in that the rack 
structure is airtight, the characterized as having a plurality of bodies (figure 1) such as a 
receiving body in which base the connectors being located; a cover body being the heat 
sink; and a body of a package (4, figure 1). All of these bodies provide an airtight 
device. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

- Yoshikawa [US 6,853,071] discloses electronic device having dewing 
prevention structure and dewing prevention structure of electronic device.
